Just posted '54 and '55 Walter Ash catalogs to one of the BA founders, 
but while they were hear I became interested in Ash' s "Under $50 Novice 
Station" and located a sweetheart review in the Sept. and Oct. 1953 Radio 
and TV News. We must have been too busy with the Army/ McCarthy hearings 
to notice this threat to America's youth. 


Oh the stuff is OK. For about $45 you got a 6AG7/6L6 Master 
Oscillator/Power Amplifier (MOPA) transmitter, a p/s with regulation and 
350 VDC outputs and some T/R functions, and a one-tube regenerative 
receiver (aka Blooper) using a 6SN7 in a sound design that did not 
require a fancy reduction drive tuner, but which could use throttle cap 
control. 


It all came in a big kit, or you could buy any part of it. I'll wager 
many of the TXs went out to join S-38s and command Set RXs . It is good 
design, good marketing and good value, but still subursive as you can see 
if you send the $1 and SASE for a copies of the two articles. (My kids 
hope you buy these poor quality reproductions as they pilfer the money 
and squander it at the "7-11" convenience store).

You are correct, they downgraded the HW-100 series from the SB-100 
series; however, they lowered the price significantly in the process. 
The SB-100 came out first and the HW-100 was brought out a few years 
later and sold along side the SB-101 (which was the next evolution of 
the SB-100) as a lower priced alternative. I recall around 1970 the HW 
series was about $100 dollars less than the SB series. Although you 
didn't get 1 kc readout with the HW, you still got the same output and I 
believe the receiver sensitivity was about the same. 


Several members of our high school radio club had HW-100's in early 
70's. It was the only new transceiver any of us could afford.

Hi Jack! 


The frequency shifting is likely a sticky backlash 
gear. The gear on the end of the tuning cap is 
composed of two cogs tensioned by a spring. The 
two cogs can get stuck or the spring can loose it's 
tension. Get this system working and the jumps 
should stop. 


On the audio-- I have several BC-348s and have worked 
on many more. The audio on all of them will run 


you out of a room and the quality is excellent when 
used unmodified according to the original design. 
Low audio in these rigs usually results from one 

or more of these: 


1. Improper B-voltage supply. 
2. Misalignment. 
3. Speaker mismatch. 


Let's look at each one. 


1. B+, B- supply. 

The B-supply negative is NOT returned to ground 
in a BC-348. In the "R" model it is returned 
through choke 123-B. Two resistors in series 
with a bypass cap at their junction leave the 
ungrounded end of the choke and provide negative 
grid bias to the 6K6 output. The 6K6 should 

be pentode-connected, as in the original design. 
Please do not change the output transformer. 

The original transformer is very high quality 
and only needs to be treated correctly. 


If your output stage was run without grid bias 

in the past then the tube, transformer, screen-grid 
resistor etc. are likely candidates for damage. 
Check operating voltages at the 6K6 tube socket. 
Disconnect speaker, antenna and ground. 

Turn the volume to max. Use MVC position. 
Referenced to chassis ground, voltages should be: 
Pin 1: OV 


Pin 2: Heater (+28 volts in unmodified unit) 
Pin 3: 200VDC (plate) 

Pin 4: 210 VDC (screen) 

Pin 5: -8 b 

Pin 6: n/a 

Pin 7: Heater (+20 VDC in unmodified unit) 


Pin 8: OV (cathode) 
If you believe you have fried windings in the 
output transformer, let me know. I have spares. 


2. Misalignment. 

People would be surprised to know how many 
receivers sound bad for no other reason then 
serious misalignment. Many hams simply crank 
on the IF cans for max speaker noise, then 
twist the RF/Mixer caps the same way. 

This can lead to serious problems with 


bandwidth, sensistivity etc. 

The alignment procedures aren't tough but 

they do need to be done correctly. 

I strongly recommend getting a copy of the 
AN/ARR-11 (BC-348 in 1949) procedures 

from Fair Radio or W7FG (1-800-807-6146). 

This will help any BC-348. 


3. Speaker Mismatch. 

Any receiver is only as good as it's speaker. 

There are two taps on the 348 output transformer- 
300 ohms and 4000 ohms. Match properly using a 
good quality transformer to a good quality speaker. 


These three steps will solve most low-audio problems 
in a BC-348. Best of luck with it!

On the switch itself the position indicators are almost 
gone [from an improper tightening of the position switch that rubbed them 
off!!], and the white insert is gone, so there is no indication of 
anything switched [except of course switching the crystal board selector 
switch]. Is this unobtainable, with one waiting until maybe finding a 
‘basket case’ somewhere? Any assistance would be really appreciated.

The transformer was obtained from 
Fair Radio.

Following the debate on DF ing of the LO with interest, and frustrated by the 
lack of data, i was pleased to find at the AWA conv. a book titled U,S. Army 
Signals Intelligence in WW II, dated 1993, and still available thru GPO 
(ISBN 0-16-037816-8). of course we move from the sea to land, but we will 
have to wait for the Navy to write theirs. Not too much equipment is 
mentioned, in 1939 they had SCR 243 and SCR 244 sets. Others can tell us 
these were. there were 13 intercept stations, the 3 largest being Vint Hill 
Farms, VA, Two Rock Ranch, CA ( they have a web site) and Fort Shafter, HI.
